The
chief enemles of pence are those who
eonstantly indulge In the pbuse of for-
elgn peoples and their goveraments,
who asperse their motives and visit
them with ridieule and insult,

Peril of Mutual Distrust

“Intercommunication is so ensy that
domestle discussiona of foreign afMairs
are not confined within the three-mile
limit, but are immedintely published
abroad as Indicatlve not of the senti-
ment of particular Individuals, who
may be of little relative consequence,
but as Indleating sentiments of our
I::(ople. It 1s In this way that peoples

wome separated by mutunl distrust,
even while thelr responsible agents of
government are endeavoring to byl
about beneficinl settlements and mutua
coutidence,

*“The principal difficulty at this time
in our conduct of forelgn affalvs Is
not with methods, or organization, or
nims, but with the untruthful, preju-
diced and inflammatory discussions in
which some of our citizens and certain
portlons of the press permit them-
selves to indulge. ’
“It there is to he less reticence In

Two other men, one formerly a
broker in this city, are snid to be in-
volved through the confession, One of
the men is believed to be in California.

The ecredit insurnnee company sent
advertising literature into many sec-
tiions of the country. Some of it wan
seen by Willilnm Penp Worth, president
of the Natlonal Bank of Contesville,

When Mr. Worth noted his receiv-
ing teller's name in the liternture of
the company he demanded an explann-
tlon from Newlin, The receiving teller
gald his name was included in the list
of directors simply tn add prestige to
the eompany. He said he wans not
closely nffilinted with the eoncern, and
that he hind not invested in it.

The bank president  insisted that
Newlin resign immediately as n director
and that he reeall all the advertising
literature hearing his name. Newlin
agreed and from then on it was believed
he_had no dealings with the company.

But, according to the latest confes-
slon attributed to him, Newlin was led
to believe the compnany wns a success
and poured the bank's money into it.

Lump sums as high ns $20.000 were
sent to this brother in New York. In-
stead of prospering, the company soon
went to the wall, Federal agents are
investigating reports that the company
anmutnrs were speculating heavily In

vew York.

The Philadelphian connected with the
company went to California several
months ngo.

On May 20, the day Newlin was ar-
rested, the brother telegraphed him for
fu;:&ia but the message was not deliv-
ered,

Counsel for Newlin hns tried to ar-
range for a plea of guil'y by his cllent
in the Chester County Court, but the
United States District Attorney’s office
has blocked that attempt.

Newlin is married, but has no ehil-
dren. He and his wife lived in an

Indictments also have been returned
against the Auto Ordnance Conpany
and seven other individuals on the same
charge as the rewxult of the selzure at
Hoboken last June of the Cosmopolitan
Line freighter East Side, in the eoal
bunkers of which were found 405 ma-

uns from the American Rallway Ex-
]'nnmu Con.pany in New York to his
storehouse in the Bronx for Frank Wil-
liams.

A Mr. Brophy, whose first name Is
unknown to the Federal authorities,
who i alleged to have carted the ahig-
ment from Culbane's storehouse to the
Finrt Nide,

The guns were manufactured by the
Colt Patent Arma Company, of Hart-
ford, Coon., and are alleged to have
been sold by the Auto Ordnances Com-
pany. Their inventor is sald to be Gen-
eral John B, Thompson, father of Col-
onel Thompson.

Mystery Over Ownership
There wan considerable mystery about
the guns after their seizure and an In-
vestigation was started by the United
States Bhipping Board and the De-

chine guns, The guns were alleged to
have Leen destined for use by the Sinn
Fein in Teeland.

PROCLAMATION WOULD
AID OUR MERCHANT MARINE

Step Also Would Tend to Make
Washington's Hold on
Islands Permanent

PROVIDED BY JONES ACT

Lasker Paves Way by Report-
ing That Adequate Serv-
ice Exists

Washington, June 19.—The President
is expected, within the next fow days.
to proelaim the oxtension of the United

Phflippine Tslands. He ‘and Chairman
Lasker, of the Shipping Board, have
had their minds made up to do this for
some time. Tt the President awalted
the visit herg of the Filipino National-
ista. which took place last week, before
neting.

As n matter of courtesy he gave the
Fillpinos thelr opportunity te present
their case against the extension before
lssuing his proclamation.

The effeet of this policy I8 to create
n monopoly for American shipping and
the earrying trnde hetween this country
and the Philippines. Under the law no
foreign ship ean operate hetween New
York nand, =av, San Francisco, The
ports of the Phillppines will be made
by proclamation to all intents and pur-
poses a part of the coast line of the
United States,

Forelgn Reprisals Expected

Tt is expected that this proclnmation
will bring reprisals om the part of Brit-
ish and Javanese, who now do mueh
business between the west coast of the

United States and the Philippines,
Japanese ships meke Manila a port

tnd the Orient and so do the Canadian-
Pacifie Railrond ships.

But the Adminiztration Is prepared
for reprisals. It feels that the Ameri-
can merchant marine eannot be estab-

lished on the seas without arousing the
"mntagonism of those who are already
| masters aof the sea trade.

| The ohject of extending the constwise
{ monopoly to inelude the Philinpines is
{to ereate an opportunity for Amerlean
| ships. It will constitute an effective
| form of subsidy. Ameriean shipping
{will be freed from eompetition in thix

jtrade.  Not only will large eargoes be
Iwvailable, but higher rates can be
| charged.

Provided for in Jones Act
The oxtension of the coastwine laws
| was provided for in the Jones Shipping
Acr of 1020, which declared that after
Foebrunry 1. 1922, these laws should be
extended ““to island territories and pon-
